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Canadian Travel 


American citizens do not require 
Passports either to leave or to re-enter 
the United States. It is advisable, how- 
ever, for them to be possessed of such 
personal papers and other documents 
as may be helpful to immigration ofh- 
cers in establishing their right to re- 
enter as American citizens. 


Women born outside of the United 
States are citizens of the United States 
if married to a citizen prior to Septem- 
ber 22, 1922, or whose spouse was 
naturalized a citizen of the United 
States before that date. Divorce does 
not terminate the citizenship of women 
deriving citizenship in this manner. 


Persons not citizens of the United 
States, entering or re-entering the 
United States must be in possession of 
one of the following documents: 


|. Passport from the country of 

which they are a national, with 
an appropriate visa from an 
American Counsul. 
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2. Re-entry permit issued by the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service Form 631 to be used in 
applying therefor. (Re-entry per- 
mit is valid only for a single re- 
entry. ) 


Consular Immigration Visa cards 
issued at time of entry (on and after 
July 1, 1928) or Registry cards issued 
under the Act of March 2, 1929, as 
amended, or Declaration issued since 
July 1, 1929, will not be valid as proof 
of legal admission, when applying for 
an identification card.
